ORIENTAL  COINS  AND  THEIR  VALUES 

NON  ISLAMIC  STATES  and  WESTERN  COLONIES 

AD  600-1979’s

This  present  volume  completes  a  three-volume  survey  of  Oriental  coinage. 
The  coin  series  considered  here  were  issued  in  lands  situated  from  India  in 
the  west  to  Korea  and  New  Guinea  in  the  east  and  from  the  Himalayas  and 
Mongolia  in  the  north  to  Ceylon  and  Indonesia  in  the  south.  Coinage  issued 
within  this  area  during  the  Ancient  Period  has  already  been  covered  in  the 
second  volume  of  this  series,  while  issues  of  the  Islamic  Sultanates  in  India 
were  included  in  the  first  volume.  The  many  coin  series  considered  in  this 
volume  fall  naturally  into  four  sections  of  about  equal  length,  with  between 
900  and  1,400  coins  catalogued  in  each  section.  In  the  first  section  are 
grouped  coin  series  struck  for  the  numerous  Indian  States  that  held  sway  in 
Northern  India  from  the  fall  of  the  Gupta  Empire  in  the  fifth  century  AD 
until  the  consolidation  of  Islamic  control  in  the  thirteenth  century.  The  first 
section  continues  with  coinage  struck  for  the  multiplicity  of  non-Islamic 
principalities -that  controlled  the  Deccan  and  Peninsular  India  from  the 
beginning  of  the  Medieval  Period  until  the  last  local  coinage  was  struck 
during  the  1940’s.  Approximately  1,400  coins  are  catalogued  in  this  section 
which  embraces  such  well-known  names  as  those  of  the  Maukharis, 
Vardhanas,  Palas,  Chahamanas,  Kalachuris,  Kadambas,  Chalukyas,  Hoy- 
salas,  Pandyas,  Cholas  and  the  kings  of  Ceylon,  of  Vijayanagar  and  of 
Mysore.  But  many  less  familiar  names  include  the  Vaghelas,  Silaharas, 
Kayasthas,  Gangas  and  the  many  families  of  Nayakas.  The  coins  struck  for 
these  various  dynasts  are  considered  in  their  historical  context  and  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  previously  published  information:  but  many  of  the  issues  described  in 
this  book  have  not  been  previously  published  and  a  large  number  of  others 
are  new  to  western  literature. 

Coinage  struck  in  India,  Pakistan  and  Ceylon  for  the  trading  enclaves 
established  by  European  powers  from  the  early  sixteenth  century  onwards 
provides  the  material  for  the  second  section  of  the  book.  The  history  and 
coinage  of  the  Portuguese,  Dutch,  Danish,  French  and  English  settlements 
lead  on  to  a  consideration  of  the  coin  series  struck  in  British  India  and 
Ceylon.  This  section  ends  with  a  survey  of  coinage  struck  after  these  regions 
more  recently  acquired  independence  and  includes,  last  but  not  least, 
Bangladesh. 

Moving  further  north  and  also  east,  the  countries  considered  in  the  third 
section  of  this  book  stretch  in  an  arc  from  Himalayan  states  such  as  Nepal 
and  Assam,  through  Tripura  and  Arakan,  to  embrace  the  South-East  Asian 
kingdoms  that  have  ruled  Burma,  Thailand  and  Cambodia  since  an  early 
time;  a  time  before  the  Thai-Burman  peoples  had  arrived  on  the  scene. 
Although  the  majority  of  coins  issued  within  this  arc  from  Nepal  to  Arakan 
have  been  published  previously,  a  very  substantial  proportion  of  specimens 
belonging  to  more  easterly  series  issued  in  the  Burma-Thailand-Cambodia 


region  are  either  newly  published  or  else  they  are  placed  in  a  new  historical 
context  which  gives  much  more  meaning  to  the  environment  in  which  such 
coinage,  often  of  unusual  shape,  evolved  during  a  fairly  substantial  time 
span.  Progressing  from  the  more  modern  machine  struck  coinage  -  and  also 
some  tokens  -  of  Burma,  Thailand  and  Cambodia,  the  book  moves  on  to  a 
discussion  of  coinage  struck  by  the  early  Hindu  kingdoms  in  the  Malay  Pen- 
ninsula  and  the  Indonesian  Archipelago.  The  coinage  of  this  region,  which 
stretches  south-eastwards  as  far  as  New  Guinea,  is  followed  through  the 
period  of  the  European  colonising  powers  down  to  the  independent  states  of 
the  present  day. 

The  fourth  and  final  section  of  the  book  deals  with  the  Far  East.  Chinese 
coinage  is  considered  in  its  historical  context  from  the  foundation. of  the 
T’ang  dynasty,  in  the  early  seventh  century  AD,  down  to  the  present  time. 
A  catalogue  of  Chinese  cash,  and  of  their  machine  struck  successors, 
including  examples  of  the  local  coinage  struck  in  Turkestan,  is  followed  by  a 
selection  of  silver  sycee.  Other  local  coin  series  include  those  struck  in 
Portuguese,  British,  German,  Japanese  and  local  Communist  enclaves, 
together  with  issues  struck  in  such  successor  states  as  Mongolia  and 
Taiwan.  The  various  coin  series,  and  some  amulets,  cast  and  struck  in  the 
adjacent  countries  of  Korea  to  the  north-east  and  Annam  (Vietnam,  French 
Indo-china)  to  the  south-west  lead  on  to  related  series  issued  in  the  island 
realm  of  Japan. 

More  than  4,750  coins  are  catalogued  in  this  book  and  all  of  them  are 
illustrated  natural  size.  Some  of  the  smaller  specimens  are  also  illustrated  by 
enlarged  photographs.  The  book  is  set  out  in  a  similar  manner  to  its  two 
companion  volumes  and  has  comprehensive  dynastic  tables  and  historical 
background  material,  as  well  as  renderings  of  most  inscriptions  both  in  their 
original  script  and  also  in  transliteration,  or  translation.

THE  WORLD  OF  ISLAM

Islam  has  embraced  a  substantial  portion  of  the  world  for  many  centuries. 
Following  a  first  flush  of  expansion  during  the  7th  and  8th  centuries  A.D., 
the  Caliphate  extended  from  southern  France  and  Spain  in  the  west,  along 
northern  Africa  to  Egypt  and  Arabia.  From  the  seat  of  the  Caliphate  at 
Damascus  the  domain  of  Islam  extended  thence  across  Syria,  Mesopotamia, 
Eastern  Turkey  and  the  Caucasus;  and  beyond  these  provinces  eastwards 


across  Iran  and  Afghanistan  to  the  most  distant  provinces  of  Transoxiana 
and  Sind.  Christendom  soon  regained  control  of  southern  France  and 
northern  Spain  and  in  the  15th  century  expelled  the  last  outpost  of  Islam 
from  southern  Spain  but  at  the  same  time  Islam  was  in  the  process  of  expell¬ 
ing  the  last  footholds  of  Christendom  (Byzantium  and  Trebizond)  from 
Turkey.  In  the  meantime  the  East  African  coast,  much  of  Russia  and  most 
of  India  had  been  brought  within  the  fold  of  Islam.  The  East  African  coast 
came  within  the  sphere  of  interest  of  Islamic  traders  seeking  copper  from  the 
rich  mines  of  Rhodesia  but  extension  of  Islam  in  Central  Asia  was  largely  a 
result  of  the  adoption  of  this  religion  by  the  Mongol  Hordes.  In  India,  Islam 
spread  by  conquest  when  Mohammed  of  Ghor  marched  down  from 
Afghanistan  and  established  the  Delhi  Sultanate.  The  early  16th  century 
saw  the  last  major  extension  of  Islam  as  the  local  states  in  southern  Malaya 
and  the  Indonesian  islands  adopted  Islam  one  after  the  other.  By  1520  the 
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most  easterly  Islamic  sultanates  were  prospering  at  Brunei  in  northern 
Borneo  and  on  the  Islands  of  Ternate  and  Tidore  in  the  Moluccas.  This  is 
the  geographical  extent  of  the  Islamic  world. 

The  book  lists  and  illustrates  more  than  4,000  coins  struck  by  over  350 
different  dynasties  and  kingdoms  from  the  seventh  to  the  twentieth  century 
A.D.,  with  salient  features  of  the  identifications  rendered  in  English  and 
Arabic,  and  interspersed  with  abundant  historical  introductions  to  the  many 
dynasties  and  lists  of  rulers. 

In  addition,  there  are  also  tables  of  Islamic  mints,  eras,  inscriptions  and 
coin  metrology.

FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

This  month  we  feature  a  gold  stater  of  the  Sassanian  king  Khusro  II  (also  spelt  Xusro), 
591-628  A.D.,  the  twenty-second  in  the  line  of  twenty-eight  kings  who  ruled  ancient  Persia 
before  the  coming  of  Islam.  The  king  wears  the  typical  high-capped  crown  with  the  unusual 
feature  of  the  wings  of  the  god  of  victory  sprouting  from  its  top.  This  refers  to  his  having 
regained  his  throne  with  the  aid  of  a  Byzantine  army.  In  recognition  of  this  he  took  the 
surname  ‘Parvez’  =  the  Victorious.  Khusro  II  was  the  last  of  the  great  Sassanian  rulers;  in  his 
reign  occurred  the  conquest  of  Jerusalem,  the  abduction  of  the  Holy  Cross  and  the  fall  of 
Alexandria.  See  A776.

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THE  RARITY  OF  EAST  INDIA  COMPANY  COINS

Several  curiosities  should  be  noted.  It  is  difficult  to  determine  if  a  Dudu  dated  1700 
exists  as  Major  Pridmore  knew  of  two  coins  struck  with  \  Dudu  dies  on  Dudu  size 
flans.  I  do  not  know  if  any  were  struck  with  dies  for  the  Dudu.  The  9  of  the  1709 
appears  as  a  Y  on  the  coins  currently  known  and  there  is  also  a  Dudu  curiously  dated 
which  has  been  reported  to  me  by  Mr.  Ken  Wiggins.  This  may  be  the  coin 
recorded  by  Pridmore  as  1709  but  there  are  two  other  alternatives,  that  the  last  numeral 
is  intended  to  be  a  4,  making  it  1704,  or  that  it  is  a  Nagari  5,  making  it  1705. 

Although  there  were  a  number  of  these  coins  in  the  Parsons  sale  they  were  not, 
unfortunately,  recorded  by  date  or  reference.  Pridmore  states  that  complete  date 
specimens  are  difficult  to  find  and  it  can  be  seen  that  whilst  an  example  of  the  type  may 
not  be  too  difficult  to  acquire  specific  dates,  with  the  exception  of  a  few,  will  be  ex¬ 
tremely  difficult  to  find.  In  addition  to  those  listed  above  several  incomplete  dates  have 
also  been  offered:  17??,  172  ?,  174?,  175  ?,  176?,  178  ?. 


Half  Dudu  1691 
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Already  known  as  a  rare  denomination  this  survey  perhaps  illustrates  just  how  rare. 
Only  one  coin  could  be  positively  identified  as  having  been  offered  for  sale  over  the 
period  examined  along  with  three  others  of  uncertain  date.  Two  of  these  showed  only 
the  first  two  numerals  with  the  other  being  listed  as  1773,  which  may  have  been  a 
misreading  for  1777. 

As  with  the  Dudu  many  other  dates  have  been  recorded,  again  mostly  by  Atkins — 
1699,  1702,  1720,  1737,  1739,  1742,  1758,  1761,  1785,  1790,  1791,  1802,  and  1804.  It  is 
interesting  to  note,  and  again  a  reflection  on  the  rarity  of  Half  Dudus,  that  none  of  these 
dates  have  been  verified  since  the  publication  of  Pridmore’s  work.  No  doubt  some  will 
eventually  turn  up,  and  perhaps  others  not  yet  recorded,  but  they  will  clearly  rate  at 
least  R4.  The  1699  Half  Dudu  is  recorded  by  Pridmore  as  an  uncertain  reading.  It  can 
be  seen  that  the  most  likely  date  to  be  found  is  1755  or  perhaps  1786  although  even 
these  will  be  difficult.  Whilst  I  have  a  number  of  Dudus  in  my  own  collection  I  have 
been  unable  to  obtain  any  of  the  Half  Dudus,  not  even  one  of  uncertain  date. 

2.  Cash  1660-1798 

Several  issues  of  Cash  were  made  over  this  period  with  each  one  reasonably 
distinctive  from  the  next,  but  as  each  issue  comprises  only  a  small  number  of  dates  or 
varieties,  they  are  all  being  dealt  with  in  one  part.  Also  included  is  an  issue  of  Cash 
attributed  to  Madapollam  and  another  attributed  to  Fort  St.  David,  both  of  which 
fall  under  the  general  classification  of  Madras.

All  of  these  coins  are  locally  struck  and,  being  so  small,  many  must  have  been  lost 
over  the  years.  With  a  few  exceptions  they  are  neither  easy  to  find  nor  easy  to  assess 
for  rarity.  Very  few  have  been  traced  as  having  been  offered  for  sale  over  the  past 
twenty  years,  largely  due  to  the  difficulties  of  identification  and  the  lack,  until  fairly 
recently,  of  a  reliable  work  of  reference.  The  help  given  by  collectors  has  therefore 
been  of  great  value  in  the  preparation  of  this  part  as  the  quantities  recorded  in  collec¬ 
tions  does  help  to  give  a  fairly  reliable  guide  to  the  rarity  ot  each  coin.  The  first  column 
shows  the  number  of  coins  found  in  sale  catalogues  and  dealers  lists,  the  second  those 
known  in  private  collections,  the  third  those  in  the  British  Museum  and  the  last  the 
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Documentary  evidence  of  another  issue  was  discovered  by  Major  Pridmore,  but 
as  no  coins  have  been  traced  it  has  not  been  included  in  this  survey.  Described  as  a 
‘Great  Cash’,  being  valued  first  as  a  Treble  Cash  and  later  as  a  Double  Cash,  the  issue 
was  authorised  in  1678.  If  any  coins  do  exist  of  this  issue  they  must  be  of  the  highest 
rarity.  Nothing  is  known  of  the  design. 


Few  of  the  type  I  Cash  seemed  to  have  survived,  probably  due  to  their  small  size. 
Pridmore  notes  that  some  of  the  Cash  included  here  under  type  II  show  a  dotted 
border  on  the  reverse  as  well  as  the  obverse. 


The  1678  Cash  of  type  III  whilst  recorded  elsewhere  as  being  extremely  rare  is,  in 
fact,  one  of  the  easiest  Cash  to  find,  certainly  of  this  type.  The  1702  Cash  recorded  in 
both  the  ‘survey’  and  ‘collection’  columns  is  the  same  coin  and  this  is  also  probably 
true  of  one  of  the  1678  coins.  The  design  of  the  obverse  varies  for  most  dates  of  the 
type  III  issue.  1678  coin  shows  only  the  78  of  the  date  and  this  in  the  lower  half  of 
the  balemark,  the  1698  Cash  shows  the  date  divided  but  no  balemark  and  the  1702 
and  1705  dates  are  shown  divided  inside  the  balemark. 

Although  none  of  the  type  IV  Cash  could  be  found  in  lists  the  quantity  shown  in 
collections  illustrates  that  most  of  these  dates  can  be  found  although  they  are  obviously 
all  very  rare.  The  lack  of  specimens  offered  is  almost  certainly  due  to  the  absence  of 
references  over  the  years.  Pridmore  suggests  that  those  dated  1748  and  1752  may  have 
been  products  of  the  Fort  St.  David  mint.  He  also  records  that  all  those  examined 
dated  1737  show  the  balemark,  retrograde. 

The  type  V  Cash  appear  to  be  the  easiest  to  find  with  the  undated  variety  probably 
being  a  local  forgery.  These  are  the  only  Cash  I  have  been  able  to  find  recorded  by 
writers  previous  to  Pridmore.  The  ‘A’  coin  and  the  undated  variety  both  being  listed 
by  L.  V.  W.  Wright.  It  is  interesting  that  these  two  show  up  as  being  the  most 
common  of  the  Cash  and  therefore  the  most  likely  to  be  known  of. 

The  type  VI,  Madapollam,  and  type  VII,  Tegnapatam  (Fort  St.  David)  are,  as 
can  be  seen,  extremely  rare,  but  here  again  lack  of  knowledge  in  the  past  may  have 
inhibited  the  marketing  of  such  pieces.  The  type  VII  Cash  are  hardly  likely  to  have 
been  recognised  as  belonging  to  the  E.I.C.  and  many  must  have  been  discarded  as 
unknown  native  issues. 

Now  that  these  coins  are  becoming  better  known  it  is  quite  likely  that  more  will 
show  up  in  the  future  but  it  can  be  seen  that  most  of  these  Cash  are  at  least  very  rare 
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and  it  is  unlikely  that  the  ratings  of  any  of  them  would  change  very  much.  Most  of  the 
types  should  be  reasonably  easy  to  find  although  some  of  the  dates  and  varieties  may 
be  more  difficult.  As  has  already  been  stated,  writers  previous  to  Pridmore  make  little 
or  no  mention  of  any  of  these  coins.  Atkins  ignored  them  completely  yet  he  must 
surely  have  known  of  at  least  some  of  them,  particularly  as  he  was  familiar  with  some 
of  the  rarer  issues.  It  is  of  course  possible  that  some  of  the  Half  Dudus  he  recorded 
were  in  fact  Cash  and  this  could  well  apply  to  those  dated  1737  and  1739,  recorded  as 
Half  Dudus  but  not  verified.  Whilst  Wright  recorded  the  two  type  V  Cash,  these  are 
poorly  illustrated  and  it  would  be  difficult  for  any  collector  to  identify  them  from  the 
photographs.

THREE  ANCIENT  BRITISH  COINS

A  ‘Whaddon  Chase’  Quarter  stater 

Mack  14 IB;  AV.  19.5  grains  (1.26  grammes).  Found  in  Essex,  1980. 

It  is  not  unreasonable  to  expect  that  many  of  the  stater  types,  found  in  the  great  Whaddon 
Chase  hoard  of  1849,  did  in  fact  have  corresponding  quarter  staters  within  their  issues.  This 
coin  is  offered  as  a  proof,  for  it  so  closely  resembles  in  its  design  the  stater  Mack  141;  both 
show  on  the  reverse  dies  a  horse  with  two  tails  to  the  right,  with  sun-like  ornaments  used  on 
both  coins. 

I  would  be  most  interested  to  hear. from  any  reader  if  they  have,  or  know  of,  any  similar 
coins. 


Catuvellauni 

Two  silver  coins  from  this  tribe  have  come  to  my  notice  within  recent  months,  both  of  which  I 
believe  to  be  unpublished. 

The  first  is  a  coin  of  Tasciovanus: 

Obv.  An  unusual  cruciform  ornament  struck  off  centre,  with  only  the  letter  S  showing  in  one 
quarter. 

Rev.  A  maned  horse  to  the  right  with  annulets  above  and  VE . . .  in  front.  Wt.  1.26 
grammes. 

Although  several  letters  are  missing  from  both  inscriptions,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that 
this  coin  was  struck  by  Tasciovanus  at  the  Verulamium  mint  (modern  St  Albans  in  Hertford¬ 
shire). 

The  second  coin  was  struck  by  Cunobeline  at  Camulodunum  (modern  Colchester): 

Obv.  CVN  in  an  oblong  box. 

Rev.  A  deer  facing  left  with  a  rosette  of  pellets  above  and  a  star  between  its  legs.  CA  behind 
a  short  tail. 

As  the  reverse  of  this  coin  is  lightly  struck,  I  would  be  most  grateful  to  learn  of  any  othef 
similar  coins  that  might  help  confirm  my  readings.  J

The  anchor  initial  mark  was  used  on  the  coins  of  Elizabeth  I  between  c.  February  1597/8  to 
30  April  1600  and  all  the  silver  coins  bearing  this  mark  are  rare.1  The  commonest  coins  of 
this  mark  are  the  shillings  but  even  so  it  has  been  estimated  that  only  around  200,000  were 
minted.2  This  figure  is  presumed  correct  to  within  25%  either  way.3 

These  shillings  do  not  usually  occur  in  very  good  condition,  in  fact  specimens  above  very 
fine  can  be  considered  as  extremely  rare.  Despite  the  relatively  low  mintage  and  scarcity  of 
such  coins  no  less  than  four  distinct  varieties  have  been  traced  on  true  anchor  marked  shill¬ 
ings.  Those  coins  which  bear  the  initial  mark  anchor  stamped  over  key  have  been  here 
ignored. 

Two  distinct  types  of  anchor  initial  mark  were  used  during  the  period;  both  are  horizontal 
and  point  to  the  right.  The  normal  anchor  is  a  small  device  with  curved  flukes,4  (fig.  1) 
and  the  other  is  a  much  larger  device  with  straight  flukes,  (fig.  2). 

The  known  varieties  are  as  follows  with  the  first  being  the  most  common  down  to  the 
fourth  which  is  the  rarest: 

Variety  I  Small  anchor  with  curved  flukes  on  obverse  and  reverse.  (Both  B.M.  specimens  are 
of  this  variety.) 

Variety  2  Obverse:  Large  anchor  with  straight  flukes.  Reverse:  Small  anchor  with  curved 
flukes  (R.  Carlyon  Britton  I  1 949 1  had  one  specimen  in  Good  Fine.) 

Variety  3  Obverse:  Small  anchor  with  curved  flukes.  Reverse:  Large  anchor  with  straight 
flukes.  (R.  C.  Lockett  lOct.  1956  Lot  2011  (4 ) |  was  Good  Fine/About  VF). 
(Fig.  3) 
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Variety  4  Large  anchor  with  straight  flukes  on  obverse  and  reverse.  (No  specimen  traced  in 
any  major  collection.) 

It  is  not  possible  to  determine  the  relative  rarity  of  the  varieties  with  any  definite  certainty 
because  most  auction  catalogues  and  sales  lists  do  not  note  the  differences  when  describing 
anchor  marked  shillings.  The  notable  exception  to  this  is  Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin, 
particularly  between  the  years  1949-61.  However,  as  less  than  three  dozen  examples  have 
been  advertised  for  sale  since  the  War,  and  at  least  half  of  these  have  been  variety  1,  it  can 
safely  be  said  that  varieties  2,  3  and  4  are  very  rare,  the  last  being  extremely  rare.  There  are 
only  two  anchor  marked  shillings  in  the  National  Collection  (both  variety  1);  R.  Carlyon- 
Britton’s  1949  sale  contained  two  examples  (one  each  of  varieties  1  and  2)  and  the  Carlyon- 
Britton  1959  collection  contained  two  specimens,  the  varieties  of  which  were  not  specified. 
The  Parsons  sale  (1954)  and  the  Burstal  sale  (1968)  each  contained  one  unspecified  example. 
Even  that  indefatigable  collector  R.  C.  Lockett,  who  specialised  in  the  coins  of  Elizabeth  I, 
only  had  one  anchor  marked  shilling,  and  that  belonged  to  variety  3.  The  present  writer  has 
examples  of  all  four  varieties  in  his  cabinet. 

'The  silver  coins  of  Elizabeth  I  bearing  the  anchor  initial  mark  are:  half-penny,  penny,  half-groat, 
sixpence  and  shilling.

BOOK  REVIEW 

Roman  Coinage  in  Britain.  By  P.  J.  Casey.  Shire  Publications,  Princes  Risborough,  1980. 

8|  x  6  ins.  64  pp.  !5  plates,  12  figs.  £1.50  (postage  50p). 

In  a  book  that  is  short  in  terms  of  pages  John  Casey  has  managed  to  include  a  great  deal  of 
useful  information  and  material  not  easily  found  elsewhere.  Not  least  he  keeps  closely  to  his 
title  and  many  readers  who  do  not  immediately  realise  the  conciseness  of  his  title  will  search 
in  vain  amongst  the  plates  for  such  coins  as  the  Claudius  DE  BRIT  ANN  aureus  (except  for 
the  obverse  which  appears  in  colour  on  the  cover),  or  the  Hadrian  BRITANNIA  sestertius, 
etc.  He  is  strictly  concerned  with  the  coinage  in  Britain  as  against  the  coinage  of  Britain. 

The  groundwork  is  laid  in  the  first  chapter  on  ‘The  Roman  imperial  currency  system’, 
which  explains  in  helpful  detail  the  intricacies  of  the  denominations,  their  relationships  and 
the  complexities  of  the  various  debasements  that  culminated  in  the  reforms  of  Diocletian  in 
A.D.  294/6.  The  heart  of  the  book  is  chapter  two,  concerned  with  the  coinage  in  Britain.  This 
is  divided  into  finds  from  civil  sites  and  from  military  sites.  The  former,  starting  with  Claudius 
(A.D.  43-54),  is  divided  into  27  periods,  finishing  with  Theodosius  II  (A.D.  388-402).  Basic 
information  under  each  period  is  followed  by  a  listing  of  the  relevant  dominant  coin  types. 
The  plates  to  this  section  illustrate  the  denominations  current  by  centuries. 

Some  very  perspicacious  comments  regarding  the  physical  factors  of  the  sites  that  affect 
coin  finds  and  the  pay  structure  of  the  army  at  different  periods,  as  complicating  factors  are 
made.  The  evidence  of  coins  recovered  as  stray  finds  or  in  hoards  is  plotted  on  a  series  of  very 
interesting  histograms.  Casey  objectively  notes  that  the  evidence  of  hoards  found  in  former 
years  can  be  distorted  by  the  recorded  recoveries  from  ‘undisturbed’  sites  such  as  Caerwent, 
Verulamium  and  Silchester  -  all  urban  sites  not  subsequently  built  over.  This  reflects  the  fact 
that  hitherto  the  majority  of  hoards  have  come  to  light  from  ploughing  in  arable  areas  -  the 
advent  of  the  use  of  metal  detectors  and  the  high  proportion  of  finds  now  made  by  this  means 
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could  lead  to  considerable  variations  in  the  distribution  patterns  at  present  illustrated.  It  is  to 
be  expected  that  more  finds  from  sites  where  Roman  urban  complexes  correspond  to  modern 
cities  will  affect  the  current  picture.  The  information  to  be  gained  from  properly  assessed 
hoards  is  shown  by  an  analysis  of  three  major  hoards  from  Dorchester  (Dorset),  Piercebridge 
(Co.  Durham)  and  Springhead  (Kent). 

The  125  coins  reproduced  have  been  chosen  with  care  to  fulfill  their  function  of  illustrating 
aspects  as  well  as  denominations  of  Roman  coinage  in  Britain.  The  quality  of  reproduction  is 
somewhat  uneven  but  still  adequate  in  a  book  as  reasonably  priced  as  this.  An  additional 
bonus  is  that  the  selection  is  wide  enough  to  be  a  very  useful  quick  identification  guide  for  site 
finds  before  pursuing  them  in  detail  in  the  usual  catalogues. 

The  background  ‘flesh’  that  Casey  provides  to  the  structure  of  the  coinage  usefully  comple¬ 
ments  the  detailed  listing  of  types  such  as  one  finds  in  Gilbert  Askew’s  Coinage  of  Roman 
Britain.  In  all.  the  book  is  remarkably  good  value,  both  for  the  numismatist  and  the  historian 
of  Roman  Britain.

Coin  collection  for  Wales.  The  Times,  5  August. 

The  Royal  Mint  collection  is  to  be  moved  from  its  present  home  at  Tower  Hill,  in  London, 
to  South  Wales.  Its  removal  will  end  a  silent  battle  that  has  been  waged  for  some  time  to  keep 
it  in  London.  The  collection  is  unique.  Little  has  been  published  about  the  contents,  consisting 
of  coins,  medallions,  war  medals  and  decorations,  and  dies  and  seals  produced  by  the  Royal 
Mint  over  several  hundred  years. 

No  complete  catalogue  of  the  collections  is  available.  The  last  attempt  to  catalogue  part  of 
it  was  made  by  W.  J.  Hocking  around  the  turn  of  the  century,  but  that  work  is  long  out  of 
print.  The  numismatic  students  who  travel  to  Tower  Hill  from  all  over  the  world  to  consult 
the  collection  are  important  in  their  own  right;  but  their  number  is  small. 

One  respects  the  opinion  of  the  two  Conservative  MPs,  Mr  John  Wheeler,  member  for  City 
of  Westminster,  Paddington,  and  Mr  Ian  Stewart,  the  MP  for  Hitchin,  who  have  been  fighting 
to  keep  the  collection  in  London.  Certainly  it  should  have  been  retained  for  public  view  and 
the  remaining  buildings  of  the  Royal  Mint  on  Tower  Hill  converted  into  a  national 
numismatic  museum. 


Your  editors  were  dismayed,  but  not  surprised  to  read  the  above  report  that  the  Mint's 
numismatic  collection,  currently  at  Tower  Hill,  will  shortly  be  moved  to  Llantrissant  in  South 
Wales.  The  correspondent  rightly  points  out  that  ‘numismatic  students  who  travel  to  Tower 
Hill  from  all  over  the  world  to  consult  the  collection  are  important  in  their  own  right;  but  their 
number  is  small’.  This  may  be  correct,  but  we  cannot  escape  the  feeling  that  the  answer  is  not 
to  move  the  collection  to  the  relative  obscurity  of  South  Wales  but  to  make  the  unique  collec¬ 
tion  of  coins,  medals,  dies,  etc.,  available  to  a  wider  public  by  turning  Tower  Hill  into  a 
National  Numismatic  Centre.  This  Centre  could,  perhaps,  have  housed  all  of  the  national 
collection,  with  all  the  space  and  facilities  for  staff  and  students  that  may  be  required,  and 
probably  room  to  spare. 

Britain  has  one  of  the  finest  numismatic  collections  in  the  world  which  does  not  need  to  be 
housed  within  the  main  British  Museum  building.  There  are  other  departments  of  the 
Museum  at  other  locations  in  London  so  the  transfer  of  another  department  to  other  premises 
should  surely  be  no  barrier.  What  would  be  of  lasting  value  to  all  those  interested  in  coins 
would  be  a  central  location  housing  London's  principal  collections,  a  suitable  reference 
library,  a  lecture  theatre  and.  above  all,  adequate  facilities  for  the  study  and  photography  of 
coins.

MEDAL  COLLECTORS  SECTION 

Due  to  holidays  and  staff  shortages  it  has  not  been  possible  to  compile  our  usual  list  of  War 
Medals  and  Decorations.  We  take  the  opportunity,  therefore,  to  begin  publication  of  a  new 
article  on  the  Ashanti  Wars. 

THE  SCRAMBLE  FOR  AFRICA:  ASHANTI  1896  AND  1900

After  the  conclusion  of  the  war  of  1873-74.  {see  Bulletin ,  Feb- April  1978'  relations  between 
the  Gold  Coast  protectorate  and  the  inland  state  of  Ashanti  remained  potentially  hostile. 
With  Ashanti  torn  by  internal  dissension,  the  policy  initially  adopted  by  the  government  was 
strictly  one  of  non  intervention  but  gradually,  as  the  ‘scramble’  of  the  European  powers  for 
colonies  gathered  momentum,  the  fear  of  French  and  German  encroachment  on  Ashanti,  and 
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the  belief  that  profitable  trade  could  exist  with  the  interior  if  only  Ashanti  were  absorbed  into 
the  protectorate,  led  to  the  evolution  of  a  more  positive  policy.  This  shift  in  attitude  led 
inevitably  to  further  expeditions  within  the  country,  and  two  more  medals  being  sanctioned 
for  service  there.  The  first  of  these  was  the  bronze  star  issued  to  the  participants  in  the 
bloodless  expedition  of  1896.  This  star  is  reputed  to  have  been  designed  by  Princess  Beatrice 
of  Battenberg,  the  youngest  daughter  of  Queen  Victoria,  whose  husband,  Prince  Henry,  con¬ 
tracted  malaria  during  the  expedition  and  died  off  Sierra  Leone  on  board  HMS  Blonde  on  his 
way  back  to  England.  The  yellow  and  black  ribbon  of  this,  and  of  the  earlier  Ashanti  medal, 
was  considered  by  contemporaries  to  denote  the  dangers  of  malaria:  yellow  for  fever  and 
black  for  death. 

The  immediate  result  of  the  war  in  1874  had  been  to  break  up  the  Ashanti  confederation; 
individual  states  such  as  Mampon,  Bekwai  and  Juaben  renounced  their  allegiance  to  Kumasi. 
Kofi  Karikari  was  deposed,  and  his  younger  brother,  Mensa  Bonsu,  enstooled  as  Asantehene, 
or  paramount  chief  of  Ashanti.  He  ruled  until  1883,  and  devoted  his  energies  to  the  re¬ 
unification  of  Ashanti,  a  policy  which  led  to  confrontation  with  the  protectorate  on  more  than 
one  occasion.  The  government  wanted  an  Ashanti  state  strong  enough  to  secure  peaceful 
trading  conditions,  but  not  so  strong  as  to  pose  a  military  threat.  Government  policy 
wavered,  reflecting  this  contradiction;  in  1875,  collection  of  the  indemnity  imposed  by  the 
Treaty  of  Fomena  ceased  after  the  representative  sent  to  collect  an  instalment  was  pelted  with 
rubbish;  in  1879  the  embargo  on  the  sale  of  arms  to  Ashanti  was  lifted,  thereby  allowing  open 
importation  of  breech-loading  rifles;  and  in  1881,  the  protectorate  found  itself  on  the  brink  of 
war  with  Ashanti  -  so  much  so  that  a  battalion  of  the  West  India  Regiment  was  hastily  sent 
for.  The  apparent  humiliation  of  Mensa  Bonsu  in  this  episode  led  to  his  deposition  in  1883. 

His  successor,  Kwaku  Dua  II,  died  after  two  months,  to  be  succeeded  by  Kofi  Karikari 
once  again,  who  promptly  died  a  week  later;  anarchy  ensued,  and  the  Adansi  tribe,  whose 
independence  from  Kumasi  was  by  now  the  only  part  of  the  1874  treaty  still  in  force, 
launched  themselves  into  a  career  of  robbery.  Outright  war  with  Bekwai  followed,  which 
forced  the  Ashanti  into  a  semblance  of  unity,  and  the  Adansi  fled  across  the  river  Pra  into  the 
protectorate.  After  a  further  period  of  internal  strife,  a  new  Asantehene,  Kwaku  Dua  III, 
better  known  as  Prempeh,  was  enstooled  in  1888.  Only  a  youth,  he  remained  under  the 
influence  of  his  mother  and  the  major  chiefs.  His  position  was  not  helped  by  the  offer  of 
British  protection  to  a  variety  of  states  which  had  formerly  owed  allegiance  to  Ashanti. 
Prempeh  sent  an  embassy  to  the  Governor  to  request  the  restoration  of  these  tribes;  this 
proved  unsuccessful  because  the  official  view  within  the  protectorate  now  was  that  Ashanti 
ought  to  fall  entirely  under  British  control,  to  forestall  foreign  interest.  In  December  1890,  a 
British  mission  arrived  in  Kumasi,  to  offer  formal  British  protection;  the  offer  was  declined. 
The  Secretary  of  State,  Lord  Ripon,  suggested  as  an  alternative  in  1893,  that  the  Asantehene 
be  asked  to  accept  a  British  Resident  in  Kumasi,  in  return  for  an  annual  stipend  for  himself 
and  the  principal  chiefs.  Mr  Hodgson,  the  acting  Governor,  conveyed  this  suggestion  to 
Prempeh,  accompanying  it  with  the  veiled  threat  that  if  he  did  not  agree,  one  of  his  rivals 
might. 

Prempeh  remained  reluctant  to  accept  British  protection.  He  decided  to  appeal  to  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  in  March  1895,  despatched  an  embassy  to  Great  Britain,  despite  a 
warning  that  the  Queen  and  her  government  would  communicate  with  him  only  through  the 
Governor.  A  new  Governor,  Mr  William  Maxwell,  arrived  in  the  Gold  Coast  in  April  1895, 
with  instructions  to  deliver  an  ultimatum,  requiring  Prempeh  to  accept  a  Resident.  The 
Asantehene  was  reminded  that  the  Ashanti  had  not  adhered  to  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty  of 
Fomena;  the  road  beyond  the  Pra  had  not  been  kept  open,  the  Ashanti  had  hindered  trade, 
human  sacrifice  still  obtained  and  the  major  portion  of  the  indemnity  remained  unpaid. 
Prempeh  replied,  a  week  after  the  ultimatum  expired,  that  he  would  await  the  return  of  his 
embassy;  the  Governor  was  disinclined  to  wait  further,  and  military  preparations  were  at 
once  put  in  hand. 

Colonel  Sir  Francis  Scott,  a  veteran  of  1873-74,  and  with  subsequent  experience  in  West 
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Africa,  led  the  force  of  about  2000  men,  made  up  of  the  2nd  battalion  the  West  Yorkshire 
regiment,  a  Special  Service  Corps  350  strong  (drawn  from  several  regiments,  including  the 
Brigade  of  Guards  and  the  Rifle  Brigade),  detachments  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  Army  Service 
Corps,  Royal  Engineers,  Army  Medical  Corps  and  Ordnance  Staff  Corps,  together  with 
about  1000  Gold  Coast  and  Lagos  Hausas.  The  2nd  West  India  regiment  was  employed  on 
garrison  duties.  Preparations  followed  the  pattern  set  in  1873-74;  the  then  commander,  Sir 
Garnet  Wolseley,  was  now  Commander-in-Chief,  and  both  Sir  Redvers  Buller  (Adjutant- 
General)  and  Sir  Evelyn  Wood  (Quartermaster-General)  had  served  in  the  earlier  war.  Their 
previous  experience  contributed  largely  to  the  success  of  the  expedition. 

The  Governor  took  an  active  part  in  the  recruitment  of  local  carriers  and  rapidly 
established  a  force  6000  strong.  To  assist  identification  and  administration,  a  supply  of  num¬ 
bered  police  armlets  was  despatched  from  England.  Some  measure  of  the  success  of  the 
system  can  be  gauged  by  the  fact  that  before  the  expeditionary  force  landed,  the  A.S.C.  had 
already  delivered  1 1,000  individual  loads  of  supplies  to  Prasu.  The  expedition  contained  its 
share  of  war  reporters,  among  them  Bennett  Burleigh  of  The  Daily  Telegraph ,  who  attempted 
to  ride  a  bicycle  to  Kumasi;  this  enterprise,  however,  got  no  further  than  Mansu. 

The  future  Chief  Scout,  Major  R.  S.  S.  Baden-Powell,  was  entrusted  with  the  task  of 
recruiting  and  training  a  native  levy,  to  act  as  a  covering  force  in  advance  of  the  main 
column.  His  400-strong  unit  left  Cape  Coast  on  16  December  for  Prasu,  where  firearms  were 
to  be  issued.  Their  uniform  consisted  of  a  red  fez  for  identification,  and  they  acted  as  porters 
as  far  as  Prasu,  and  as  pioneers  thereafter.  Also  under  his  nominal  command  wras  a  force  of 
about  100  Adansi,  scouting  beyond  the  Pra.  Other  levies  from  the  tribes  of  Bekwai  and 
Abadom  were  recruited  later  to  give,  by  the  end  of  the  campaign,  a  local  force  of  about  900. 

The  road  from  Cape  Coast  to  Prasu  contained  seven  rest  camps,  similar  to  those  used  in 
1873-74;  eight  barrack  huts  with  a  raised  bamboo  sleeping  platform,  wattle  walls  and  palm 
thatch  roofs,  designed  to  accommodate  50  white  troops,  and  separate  shelters  for  officers, 
hospital  and  stores.  Water  was  filtered,  and  a  daily  supply  of  oranges  and  bananas  organised. 
There  was  much  to  do  before  the  white  troops  landed,  and  when  Prempeh's  envoys  returned 
from  England,  they  were  alarmed  at  the  extent  of  warlike  preparations,  and  at  once  agreed  to 
the  establishment  of  a  Resident  in  Kumasi.  They  were  told,  however,  that  Prempeh  must 
demonstrate  his  sincerity  by  meeting  the  Governor  at  Prasu,  paying  an  additional  indemnity, 
and  making  a  fresh  treaty. 

The  West  African  squadron  arrived  off  Cape  Coast  on  24  December,  consisting  of  HMS 
St  George ,  Philomel,  Blonde ,  and  the  gunboats  Racoon  and  Magpie.  No  naval  contingent 
was  in  the  event  required  for  this  expedition.  The  British  troops  arrived  in  the  transports 
Coromandel  and  Manila  on  Christmas  Day,  with  the  Coromandel  designed  to  double  as  a 
hospital  ship.  The  staff  left  for  the  front  on  27  December,  followed  by  the  Special  Service 
Corps,  and  then  the  West  Yorkshire  regiment,  which  had  already  spent  a  number  of  years  in 
unhealthy  foreign  stations.  The  advance  continued  over  the  Pra,  with  frequent  rest  camps, 
some  fortified  by  Baden-Powell's  levy,  marking  the  route.  Despite  the  nervousness  of  the 
carriers,  the  march  to  Kumasi  was  virtually  without  incident,  the  only  excitement  being  the 
King  of  Bekwai's  desire  for  protection.  A  flying  column  was  organised,  under  Baden-Powell, 
to  reach  Bekwai;  this  consisted  of  about  700  men,  including  450  carriers,  with  the  fighting 
element  composed  of  Gold  Coast  Hausas  and  native  levies.  The  march  started  at  night,  to 
evade  Ashanti  spies,  and  its  flavour  is  best  caught  in  Baden-Powell’s  own  words: 

‘Enemy?  No,  it  is  the  advanced  scouts  on  our  road,  which  twists  and  serpentines  in  a 
marvellous  way,  who  think  they  have  discovered  an  enemy's  ambush.  They  creep  around 
the  particular  thicket  they  suspect,  then  suddenly  lighting  brands,  they  hurl  them  into  the 
hiding  place  to  light  up  the  hoped  for  target.  This  time  they  draw  blank,  and  we  move  on 
again,  grateful  even  for  this  little  excitement.  The  march  does  not  appear  so  tedious  or  so 
slow  when  one  moves  among  the  scouts.  These  fellows  are  on  the  qui  vive  all  the  time 
now  stopping  to  listen,  now  diving  into  the  bush,  with  scarce  a  rustle,  to  search  the  flanks. 
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Nor  is  their  watchfulness  too  great  for  the  occasion,  for  twice  we  have  come  upon  the 
glowing  logs  of  outpost  fires  that  have  hastily  been  quitted. . 

Bekwai  was  reached,  and  the  protection  of  Queen  Victoria  extended  to  this  further  part  of 
Ashanti.  The  native  levy,  swollen  by  the  addition  of  a  contingent  from  Bekwai,  rejoined  the 
main  column,  and  the  march  continued.  At  the  Ordah  river,  a  bridgehead  was  established  on 
the  opposite  bank  to  deter  a  possible  Ashanti  attack,  as  happened  in  1874.  Instead,  an 
embassy  from  Prempeh  arrived,  to  offer  hostages  and  unconditional  surrender.  They  were 
informed  by  Captain  Stewart,  the  Political  Officer,  that  the  expeditionary  force  would  enter 
Kumasi,  where  the  Asantehene  must  make  public  submission  to  the  Governor. 

The  force  closed  up  for  the  final  stage  of  the  march;  the  scouts  covered  both  sides  of  the 
main  route,  and  the  column  entered  Kumasi  on  17  January.  The  advance  party  consisted  of 
Major  Piggott,  Captain  Stewart  and  Major  Baden-Powell,  accompanied  by  the  scouts,  and 
followed  by  the  native  levy  and  a  company  of  Hausas.  They  formed  up  on  what  was  known 
as  the  parade  ground,  and  established  piquets  around  the  town.  The  Special  Service  Corps 
marched  in,  with  the  7-pounder  guns  slung  from  bamboo  poles,  followed  by  Sir  Francis  Scott 
and  the  staff.  In  the  rear  marched  the  West  Yorkshire  regiment. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  force,  Prempeh  and  a  large  body  of  attendants  appeared,  complete 

with  state  umbrellas  and  royal  musicians: 

» 

‘The  lower  parts  of  the  throne  were  filled  by  prime  ministers,  advisers,  sword  bearers, 
executioners,  and  criers,  in  every  description  of  barbaric  apparel.  On  the  outside  of  the 
circle,  slaves  bearing  huge  plaited  fans,  kept  a  constant  current  of  air  directed  toward  the 
King.  The  throne,  with  its  numerous  occupants,  was  sheltered  by  immense  and  gaudy 
umbrellas. . .  \  (Musgrave) 

The  King  was  informed  by  Sir  Francis  that  he  would  be  expected  to  make  his  submission  at  a 
meeting  to  be  arranged  when  the  Governor  arrived.  The  troops  were  then  dismissed  to 
selected  quarters,  and  artillery  positioned  to  cover  the  town,  while  the  Asantehene  continued 
his  reception.  The  force  spent  three  days  in  the  Ashanti  capital  before  the  official  ceremony 
was  held  on  20  January.  Kumasi,  reflecting  the  unsettled  period  since  the  previous  war,  was 
much  reduced  in  size,  although  the  wide  streets  and  well-built  houses  remained,  as  did  the 
‘fetish'  trees  and  the  death  grove,  littered  with  human  remains,  and  again  a  source  of  fascina¬ 
tion  to  the  British  in  1896,  as  in  1874.  Areas  of  the  town  were  cleared  of  long  grass  and  a 
cordon  of  troops  —  chiefly  native  levies  and  Hausas  -  patrolled  the  perimeter  of  the  town  to 
control  access. 

At  7  a.m.  on  20  January,  the  occupation  force  paraded,  and  Prempeh  was  summoned  to 
attend.  His  escort  of  Hausas  swiftly  detached  the  Asantehene,  the  Queen  Mother  and  the 
principal  chiefs  from  their  army  of  attendants,  and  they  alone  entered  the  square  composed  of 
red-coated  British  soldiers.  The  Governor,  Mr  Maxwell,  sat  on  a  dais  constructed  from 
biscuit  boxes,  flanked  by  Sir  Francis  Scott  and  Colonel  Kempster.  The  terms  of  the  treaty 
were  read  out: 

Then,  quietly  slipping  off  his  sandals,  the  King  arose,  removed  his  circlet,  and  he  and  the 
Queen  Mother  reluctantly  walked  over  to  prostrate  themselves  before  the  Governor,  and 
embrace  his  feet. 

The  scene  was  a  most  striking  one.  The  heavy  masses  of  foliage,  that  solid  square  of  red 
coats  and  glistening  bayonets,  the  Artillery  drawn  up  ready  for  any  emergency,  the  black 
bodies  of  the  native  levies,  resting  on  their  long  guns  in  the  background,  while  inside  the 
square  the  Ashantis  sat  as  if  turned  to  stone. . . .’  (Musgrave) 

Reminded  that  he  must  pay  the  balance  of  the  indemnity  outstanding  from  1874,  the 
Asantehene  offered  a  part  payment  of  680  ounces  of  gold.  He  was  told  that  if  he  could  afford 
to  send  an  embassy  to  Great  Britain,  he  should  be  able  to  find  the  balance;  if  not,  then  he,  the 
Queen  Mother,  and  the  principal  chiefs  would  be  taken  as  prisoners  to  the  coast.  The  Ashanti 
were  dumb  founded;  they  had  expected  the  installation  of  a  Resident,  but  not  the  depositon  of 
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their  ruler.  Their  protests  were  ignored,  and  the  hostages  placed  under  arrest.  The  palace  was 
searched  in  the  hope  of  finding  gold  to  pay  the  indemnity;  as  in  1874  the  contents  were 
auctioned  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  expedition,  except  for  a  number  of  golden  objects  which 
were  despatched  to  London.  It  was  noted  a  few  weeks  later,  when  these  items  were  put  on 
display,  that  most  of  the  loot,  though  of  pure  gold,  consisted  of  hollow  ornaments,  worth 
much  less  than  the  solid  objects  taken  as  booty  in  1874.  The  total  value  was  assessed  by  the 
Crown  Agents  at  £2000  only. 

The  weary  return  march  started  on  22  January,  with  the  prisoners  carried  in  litters.  Fever 
soon  became  a  serious  problem,  and  it's  prevalence  among  the  white  troops  was  attributed  by 
contemporaries  to  the  disappointment  felt  at  not  fighting.  The  situation  eased  once  Mansu 
was  reached,  where  the  forest  became  less  dense;  to  avoid  sun-stroke,  the  final  stages  of  the 
march  were  completed  at  night.  Once  at  Cape  Coast,  the  carriers  were  paid  off,  together  with 
the  levy;  the  Adansi  contingent  were  permitted  to  keep  their  weapons  as  a  reward  for  their 
services.  The  sick  were  ferried  to  the  Coromandel ,  while  Prempeh  and  his  entourage 
embarked  on  HMS  Racoon  for  the  short  voyage  to  Elmina,  prior  to  eventual  exile  in  the 
Seychelles.  The  West  Yorkshires  boarded  the  Manila ,  after  a  speech  of  thanks  by  Sir  Francis 
Scott,  in  which  he  expressed  the  hope  that,  although  no  medal  was  likely  to  be  awarded,  some 
form  of  recognition  might  be  forthcoming.  The  Special  Service  Corps  followed,  and  was 
divided  between  the  two  transports.  The  Manila  sailed  on  6  February,  and  the  Coromandel 
on  8  February,  taking  their  passengers  back  to  a  well-earned  two  months'  leave.  With  a 
sickness  rate  of  about  50%  among  the  men,  and  80%  among  the  officers,  Baden-Powell  com¬ 
mented: 

‘And  perhaps  the  best  medicine  to  the  majority  of  them  will  be  the  sound  of  the  screw  and 

the  rushing  of  the  seething  waters  as  we  steam  away  out  of  the  “smokes"  that  envelope  this 

pestilential  coast  with  their  noxious  haze.’ 

The  1896  expedition  was,  superficially  at  least,  a  successful  example  of  limited  military  action 
in  pursuit  of  political  ends,  but  it  left  behind  a  legacy  of  bitterness.  No  resistance  was  offered 
to  the  expedition,  yet  the  Asantehene  was  deposed,  despite  his  public  submission  and  agree¬ 
ment  to  pay  the  indemnity.  The  policy  of  the  government  was  dictated  by  fear  of  French  and 
German  expansion,  as  well  as  by  the  desire  to  open  up  trade  with  the  interior,  but  to  the 
Ashanti,  it  seemed  that  their  ruler  had  been  deposed  simply  to  extort  money. 

The  inevitable  revolt  broke  out  in  1900.  An  Ashanti  boy  offered  to  disclose  the  hiding  place 
of  the  Golden  Stool,  the  symbol  of  the  Ashanti  nation.  Sir  Frederic  Hodgson,  now  Governor, 
entrusted  his  private  secretary.  Captain  Armitage,  with  the  task  of  finding  the  Stool.  The 
search  concentrated  around  the  village  of  Bali  in  February  1900,  but  proved  fruitless, 
especially  since  the  boy  became  so  frightened  that  he  attempted  to  escape.  The  following 
month,  the  Governor,  accompanied  by  his  wife,  arrived  in  Kumasi  to  meet  the  assembled 
chiefs.  The  Ashanti  were  convinced  that  he  had  arrived  specifically  to  search  for  the  Golden 
Stool,  having  heard  rumours  spread  by  traders  of  the  real  reason  for  Armitage's  expedition, 
and  their  fears  appeared  to  be  confirmed  when  the  Governor  addressed  the  assembly  on  28 
March.  He  announced  that  Prempeh  would  never  be  permitted  to  return,  that  authority  over 
the  Ashanti  was  vested  in  the  Resident,  and  that  the  Governor  had  the  right  to  call  up  the 
populace  for  public  works,  such  as  road  construction.  A  large  annual  payment  was 
demanded  as  interest  on  the  outstanding  balance  of  the  indemnity.  The  Governor  went  on  to 
demand  the  surrender  of  the  Golden  Stool.  No-one,  not  even  the  Asantehene,  actually  sat 
upon  the  stool,  which  was  a  symbol  of  the  past  glories  of  Ashanti,  and  of  the  spirits  of  dead 
rulers;  as  a  religious  talisman,  it  was  believed  to  contain  the  very  soul  of  Ashanti.  The  meeting 
broke  up  -  quietly  -  and  the  Ashanti  prepared  for  war.  Messengers  were  sent  to  out-lying 
tribes,  and  it  was  fortunate  that,  because  of  distrust  of  the  ambitions  of  Kumasi,  many  of  the 
Ashanti  states  remained  neutral,  or  actively  assisted  the  British.  Without  this  help,  passive  or 
otherwise,  the  1900  uprising  could  have  been  far  more  serious,  coming  as  it  did  in  the  midst  of 
the  South  African  and  China  wars. 
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On  3  1  March,  Captains  Armitage  and  Leggett,  with  45  Hausas  and  associated  carriers,  set 
out  on  another  expedition  to  find  the  elusive  Golden  Stool.  The  column  was  accompanied 
again  by  the  Ashanti  boy,  and  after  searching  two  villages,  Nkwanta  and  Bali,  the  boy  led 
Armitage  and  part  of  the  force  to  three  huts  in  the  middle  of  the  forest.  Excavation  of  the 
floors  of  these  huts  failed  to  find  anything,  but  on  returning  to  Bali,  Armitage  found  Leggett 
and  the  remaining  Hausas  facing  a  hostile  crowd  of  armed  Ashantis.  Tea  was  brought  by  a 
servant;  as  the  two  officers  sat  down  and  picked  up  the  teapot,  the  Ashantis  opened  fire.  Tea 
was  abandoned,  and  the  beleaguered  force  gradually  retreated  into  the  village  huts,  already 
loop-holed  by  the  carriers.  The  deserted  tea  table  drew  steady  Ashanti  fire: 

‘As  we  looked,  the  tin  of  condensed  milk  leapt  wildly  into  the  air  and  disappeared  into  J.he 
bush  and  undergrowth  by  the  roadside,  closely  followed  by  the  butter  tin,  while  the 
enamelled  tin  cups  and  saucers  kept  up  a  continuous  clatter  until  they,  in  their  turn,  dived 
from  the  table  into  the  bush.  (Armitage  and  Montanaro) 

Firing  continued  for  the  rest  of  the  day  and  most  of  the  night.  As  dawn  broke,  the  column 
moved  off  towards  Kumasi,  only  to  run  immediately  into  heavy  fire.  The  force  battled  along 
the  track  and  by  nightfall  the  position  was  desperate,  with  the  exhausted  troops  short  of  food, 
water  and  ammunition.  An  uneasy  night  was  passed  behind  a  temporary  stockade  and  at 
daybreak,  Leggett  and  ten  of  the  fittest  soldiers  set  off,  leaving  Armitage  and  the  remainder  to 
defend  themselves  with  only  three  rounds  per  man.  To  their  surprise,  the  Ashantis  had 
disappeared,  and  the  entire  force  struggled  back  unmolested,  with  both  officers  and  19  men 
wounded,  one  man  killed,  and  several  carriers  wounded  or  missing. 

The  Governor  despatched  telegrams  to  Accra  and  the  Northern  Territories  instructing  all 
available  forces  to  march  on  Kumasi,  and  tried  without  success  to  negotiate  with  the  rebels. 
Despite  some  attempts  to  drive  off  the  rebels  from  the  vicinity  of  Kumasi,  and  the  arrival  of 
100  police  from  Accra  under  Captain  Middlemist,  by  25  April  the  telegraph  wires  were  cut, 
the  roads  out  of  Kumasi  blocked  by  stockades,  and  the  town  completely  surrounded.  The 
Ahsantis  mounted  a  series  of  attacks  that  day,  and  the  Europeans,  with  the  Hausa  troops  and 
a  number  of  loyal  Ashanti  chiefs  and  thier  followers,  took  refuge  in  and  around  the  fort,  a 
solid  structure  of  brick  and  stone,  construction  of  which  had  started  in  1896.  Outside  the 
walls  clustered  about  3000  refugees,  protected  by  machine  guns  mounted  in  the  corner 
turrets.  An  attempt  was  made  to  defend  the  mission,  but  was  soon  abandoned;  much  of 
Kumasi  was  then  fired  by  the  rebels: 

‘The  blazing  houses  in  the  cantonments  and  Fanti  and  Cape  Coast  lines,  some  of  which  the 
rebels  had  fired,  cast  a  lurid  light  upon  the  surging  mass  of  humanity  clustering  around  the 
Fort  walls,  from  which  arose  the  wailing  of  women  and  the  pitiful  crying  of  little  children, 
who  wept  with  their  mothers  out  of  sympathy,  without  knowing  of  the  danger  realised  by 
their  elders.  Beyond  and  around  this  terror  stricken  crowd  stood  the  Haussas,  seemingly 
indifferent  to  their  surroundings,  but  in  spite  of  their  long  day's  fight,  as  alert  as  ever. 
Occasionally  a  Haussa  woman  would  force  her  way  through  the  crowd  to  bring  food  and 
water  to  her  lord  and  master,  while  around  the  cordon  walked  the  white  officers,  and  that 
fine  old  native  officer,  Mr.  Hari  Zenoah,  who  had  grown  grey  in  the  Government  service, 
praising  here,  reprimanding  there,  while  keeping  up  the  spirits  of  his  men.  Every  now  and 
then,  amid  a  whirlwind  of  sparks,  some  thatch  roof  would  fall  in,  converting  the  four 
“swish"  walls  of  the  house  into  a  white-hot  furnace.  Away  across  the  swamp  glowed  the 
embers  of  the  burned  civilian  Haussa  town,  occasionally  lighting  up  the  Wesleyan  Mission 
buildings,  as  yet  untouched  by  the  Ashantis.  Behind  all  towered  the  blank  wall  of  forest 
which  surrounds  Kumasi,  from  which  were  borne  the  triumphant  shouts  of  the  rebels,  who 
had  at  last  caged  the  white  man  within  the  narrow  limits  of  his  Fort  walls. 

It  was  a  night  never  to  be  forgotten.’  (Armitage  and  Montanaro) 

A  column  from  Lagos,  under  Captain  Aplin,  battled  through  the  Ashanti  cordon  on  29  April, 
with  heavy  casualties,  and  Major  Morris  brought  in  just  over  200  Hausas  from  the  Northern 
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Territories  on  15  May,  after  a  gruelling  march  of  over  300  miles.  Neither  column  was  strong 
enough  to  alter  the  situation,  but  their  arrival  allowed  the  garrison  to  mount  several  sorties 
designed  to  destroy  the  massive  stockades  or  to  search  for  food.  These  were  soon 
discontinued  because  of  the  high  casualty  rate,  and  a  growing  shortage  of  ammunition.  The 
fort  and  its  environs  contained  29  Europeans,  both  soldiers  and  civilians,  together  with  about 
750  Hausa  troops.  A  system  of  trenches  was  established  which  formed  an  outer  line  of 
defence,  taking  in  other  buildings  in  the  vicinity  and  protecting  the  refugees.  Loyal  Ashantis, 
under  their  chiefs,  were  quartered  outside  one  wall  and  took  an  active  part  in  offensive  opera¬ 
tions.  Food  was  scarce,  and  soon  became  desperately  short;  Europeans  were  allowed  one 
pound  of  tinned  meat  and  one  biscuit  a  day  while  the  Hausas  and  carriers  received  a  third  of 
a  pound  of  meat  and  a  slightly  larger  biscuit  allowance.  The  refugees  outside  the  walls  got 
nothing,  and  had  to  forage  for  food  in  the  bush,  though  a  daily  ration  of  soup  was  improvised 
for  the  children.  Water  was  no  problem,  but  hunger  began  to  take  its  toll,  and  in  June  the 
death  rate  among  the  refugees  was  30  to  40  per  day.  Hausas  carrying  messages  (written  in 
French  as  a  precaution  against  interception)  were  sent  out  to  contact  the  relief  force,  but  did 
not  return.  Finally,  on  19  June,  a  7-pounder  gun  was  used  to  Fire  signal  shells;  there  was  no 
response  from  the  surrounding  bush,  and  it  was  clear  that  starvation  and  disease  would  soon 
cause  the  defence  to  crumble.  The  decision  was  made  to  break  out.  The  time  and  the  route 
were  kept  secret  to  avoid  the  danger  of  refugees  impeding  the  escape,  and  to  prevent  the 
Ashantis  from  reinforcing  their  stockades.  Experiments  were  made  with  corrugated  iron  to 
devise  some  form  of  amour  plating  for  the  ladies'  hammocks,  but  discontinued  when  it  was 
found  that  an  Ashanti  gunshot  penetrated  without  difficulty. 

At  5  a.m.  on  23  June,  the  column  formed  up  outside  the  fort,  and  took  a  minor  track 
across  the  swamps  towards  Patasi,  rather  than  follow  the  heavily  defended  Cape  Coast  road. 
Armitage  and  an  Ashanti  guide  led  the  way,  followed  by  Leggett  and  the  Gold  Coast  cont¬ 
ingent.  Morris  and  his  troops  from  the  Northern  Territories  formed  the  bodyguard  for  Sir 
Frederic  and  Lady  Hodgson,  while  the  Lagos  troops,  under  Aplin,  held  the  rear.  In  the  fort 
was  left  most  of  the  remaining  rations  and  a  garrison  of  about  100  men,  commanded  by 
Captain  Bishop,  and  largely  composed  of  those  too  sick  to  join  the  column. 

After  half  an  hour,  a  swift  engagement,  during  which  the  stockade  controlling  the  Patasi 
road  was  rapidly  out  flanked,  left  the  position  in  British  hands.  The  stockade  was  partly 
destroyed  to  enable  the  hammocks  to  pass,  and  the  column  moved  quickly  on,  under  Ashanti 
fire  from  in  front  and  behind.  In  the  scramble  the  terrified  carriers  dropped  most  of  the  loads; 
this  proved  providential,  for  the  pursuing  Ashantis  met  with  such  resistance  from  the 
rearguard  that  they  preferred  to  stop  and  loot  the  packages,  or  shoot  down  the  panic-stricken 
refugees  who  fled  after  the  column.  Many  were  killed,  and  their  skeletons  still  littered  the  road 
two  months  later.  A  small  village,  Terabum,  was  reached  at  nightfall;  the  battered  force  had 
lost  almost  all  the  baggage,  and  only  one  campbed  remained,  to  be  used  by  Lady  Hodgson. 

‘Our  loads  lay  about  in  utter  confusion  where  they  had  been  dumped  down  by  the  carriers, 
who  came  staggering  in  like  drunken  men.  The  Governor  and  Lady  Hodgson  sat  upon 
boxes  waiting  for  the  tent  which  never  came,  and  finally  sought  shelter  in  the  wretched  hut 
I  had  kept  for  them.  The  crush  was  so  great  that  two  huts,  filled  with  wounded,  collapsed 
from  the  pressure  on  the  walls  from  without,  and  the  occupants  were  with  difficulty 
rescued.  Fires  had  been  lit  everywhere,  and  from  them  arose  suffocating  volumes  of  smoke, 
as  the  damp  wood  spluttered  and  cracked.  The  many  trampling  feet  had  churned  the 
ground  into  a  sea  of  mud  over  ankle  deep.  And  upon  this  steaming  mass  of  humanity  the 
torrential  rain  fell  silently,  pitilessly,  as  though  determined  to  extinguish  the  wretched  fires 
around  which  squatted  shivering  groups  of  natives.' (Armitage  and  Montanaro)
